“Nevertheless it is a cause of terror 
te me to be menaced by such unseru- 
pulous persons.

First stating that her story is all 
true, Katie says she was born in 1894, 
her mother dying when the girl was 
but a 19-months-old babe. She was 
taken in charge of a widow, Catherine 
Militor, who was a foster-mother to her 
for some years. 

When this woman diel Katie had to 
return home with her gister, Elizabeth. 
Then, according to Ka ie, her troubles 
began. She says: 

“I went to school, but when I came 
home at noon there was no dinner 
ready. no warm coffee and the break- 
fast dishes were waiting to be washed, 
as Elizabeth was never up in the 
morning when I went to school. 

“There were many. slaps and kicks 
which I could never account for and 
I knew-T had not done anything to de- 
serve them. 

“Then I had to get up at 5 o'clock and 
get breakfast and make the beds be- 
fore I got ready for school and I was 
always late, of course. 

“Elizabeth hated me and considered 
me as a sort of a slave. I bought the 
poison from which Elizabeth died, but 
God knows that I did not kill her. She 
sent me for the poison. She told me 
to sign my name and to tell them that 
if they asked me what I ——— it for 
that I wanted it to kill a dog 

Here Miss Manz tells ghe left 
heme to do some errands for her sis- 
ter on the morning of March 18, 1910.

sumers from ten cents per kilowatt 
hour to either eight cents or some fig- 
ure near eight cents. 


Trustees have been carrying on an in- 
vestigation into electric light rates 
elsewhere, and have had before them 
the report of a citizens committee 
recommending a cut in the rate and 
thé protest and statement of the South- 
ern California Edison Company. The 
Edison company has been using half 
page advertisements in both of the 
daily papers to present to the public 
the company’s protests against any 
lowering of the rates. These adver- 
tisements are headed, “Electric Talks,” 
and they have reached No. 16. 

The Edison company's statemen? 
shows that in 1910 the company made 
but 2.47 per cent. on its investment in 
the electric light business here. It de- 
clares that a cut below ten cents per 
kilowatt hour will mean that the com- 
pany can make no profit. The com 
pany further urges in its defense that 
on January 1 it voluntarily reduced 
its rate from tywelve and a half cenis 
to ten cents. The higher rate carried 
a discount for early payments. The 
lower rate carries no discount. 

The City Trustees are informed that 
the municipal plant at Pasadena i!» 
making money at five cents.

DOMINGUEZ RANCH TO GO 
WAY OF SPANISH GRANTS. 


Last of Great Tracts of Misajon Days to Be Put 


Under Healf-Million Dollar Irrigation System and 
Leased Out—Vast Holding Is Redolent. With Mem- 


ortes of Alta California. 


N IRRIGATION system to be un- 

Surpassed by any in the State is 

being installed on the old Domin- 
guez rancho, the last of the Spanish 
Srants Of great size to remain prac- 
tically intact in this vicinity. The men 
behind the project, who are now mak- 
ing it public for the first time, have 
filed articles ef incorporation as the 
Dominguez Water Company, with the 
following as officers and directors: 
Henry O'Melveny, president; Kaspar 
Cohn, vice-president; James J. Watson, 
secretary; K. Cohn & Co., treasurer; 
J. M. Carson and Dr. G. del Amo. 
Chester B. Loomis is chief engineer. 

The tract to be irrigated lies seven 

miles from the southern limits of Los 
Angeles, and comprises 19,600 acres. 
The irrigating system will consist of 
one main pumping plant, which will be 
of fireproof concrete construction, 
650x150 feet, situated one mile south of 
Aviation Field, on the Southern Pa- 
cific. It will house two Laidlaw-Dunn- 
Gordan air compressors, with a cap- 
acity of 1500 cubic feet of free air per 
minute, and one 8,000,000-galion pump- 
ing engine. Later this pumping station, 
will be reinforced by the addition of 
a 4,000,000-galion pumping engine. 
Water will be obtained from wells 
driven near the Los Angeles River. It 
will be raised by the air compressors 
and forced through seven miles of 23- 
inch stee) main to a reservoir of 15,000, - 
000 gallons capacity, situated on a hill 
126 feet above the station. Later a 
second reservoir of the same capacity, 
supplied through a 24-inch steel main, 
from the central pumping station, wil] 
be built te provide irrigation for 2000 
neres of land which lies at an. elevation 
too high to be supplied from the first 
reservoir.

It is planned by the company to cut 
the land into sections ranging up to 
forty or fifty acres in size and to 
lease them to individuals. There are 
at present only about 100 people fiv. 
ing on the rancho, which is Jeased in 


as large as 1000 acres in size. 

The Jand is cut by the Pacific Elec- 
tric line to Long Beach, the Redondo 
line, the Southern Pacific and the Salt 
Lake, while the Municipal Road will 
run through the heart of it. The 
Pathandle strip traverses it from north 
to south. Under the new irrigs 
system the tract will support a large 
population. The soil, hitherto trrigated 
only partially by means of smal! 
pumps, is extremely fertile, and has 
been planted mainly to beets and al- 
talfa. 

RANCH IS OLD GRANT. 

The original grant by Charles IV of 
Spain to Juan Jose Dominguez in 17386, 
comprised a tPact of 48,000 acres and 
embraced the sites of Compton, Her- 
mosa, Moneta, Redondo and other ter- 
ritory now well settled up. Domin- 
guez received the land free as a re-| 
ward for his services in the Spanish 
agmy, sent out to protect the missions 
of Father Junipero Serra from the In- 
dians. It was divided at his death 
between his three sons, Manuel, Na- 
cario and Pedro. The latter two sold 
their interests, and Manuel's share was 
divided acong the present owners, his 
daughters, Mrs. J. F. Francis, Mrs. G. 
del Amo, Miss 8S. M, Dominguez, Mrs. 
M. Watson and Mrs..V. Carsen. The 
share of Mrs. A. J. de Guyer, deceased, 
has been administered by the Domin- 
guez Mstate Company, a corporation 
composed of the other heirs.

Pupils of City Grammar Schools to -

No matter if the average business 
man of Los Angeles is too pudgy to 


get dewn and shoot marbles from a 


taw-line and too dignified, withal, to 
hang on to the end of a kite line and 
do backward gymnasti¢ts over fences 
and ditches and things the while, he 
is at least expected to revert far 
enough back into his childhood to be 
there when the fifth annual kite tour- 
nament of the city schools is pulled 
off. Advance notice is given betimes 
in order that he may get into the prop- 
er juvenile frame of mind beforehand. 
The actual tournament will be heid 
the 25th inst., probably at Exposition 
Park. . 

Already there is hustle and bustle 
in all of Los Angeles boydom, getting 

ready. Manual training departments, 
sloyd rooms and woodsheds all over 
the city are ahum with the business 
of kite-making. There will be every 
kind of kite there that anybody ever 
heard of and, probably, some besides. 
From the effect produced with two 
crossed sticks and a newspaper up to 
the most complicated tetrahedral, 
aeroplane, box and Chinese bird kites, 
nothing amenable to the laws of aero- 
dynamics will be missing. 

A feature will be the bird kites of 
Will Lee, the Chinese boy kite expert 
of the Grand-avenue'_ school. will 
learned to make ‘em in Shanghai and 
they are the real thing—or, at least, 
they so skillfully imitate real birds 
as to be hardly distinguishable from 
such when afloat in the air. Hawks, 
butterfifes, humming-birds and drag- 
ons, all extremely lifelike as to shape, 
coloring and movements, assist in at- 
testing the superiority of the celestial 
youths over the American boy, when 
it comes to kites. 

There will be handsome and appro- 
priate prizes for size, pulling strength, 
artistic and original designs, height, 
speed and tandem exhibits. Something 
like 500 designs are expected altogeth- 
er. The events themselves, to be 
“staged” under the direction of C. M. 
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Miller, assistant city superintendent of 
sloyd, are as follows: 

Aeroplane, Group M—Monoplane as 
a glider; monoplane as a kite; mono- 
plane, rubber band power; monoplane, 
metal spring power;

There tis another element besides de- 
lay that must be eliminated before the 
society people will ever venture to wit- 
ness the professional ball game with- 
out transgressing the laws of etiquette. 
That element, to be brief, ts “dirty 
work,” whict is altogether too preva 
lent, not only on the professional field, 
but I am sorry to admit, is found to 
some extent on the diamond. 

The presidents of the different 
leagues frown upon all softs of vul- 
garity. Now, why not put the ban on 
whatever tends to pollute the*game, no 
matter in What shape or manner it 
may be found? The shin guards is an 
aid to him who tries to biock a man 
from the home plate; one who other- 
wise could make it before the ball 
reached the catcher’s mit. From this 
blocking, too many accidents occur, 
both to the catcher and base runner. 
There should be a penalty attached to 
this kind of work. I would suggest 
that the runner be called safe on every 
such attempt by the catcher. 

The day of brute force is over in 
baseball. People pay their money to 
see baseball as It should be. played, 
clean and honest. They desire that the 
games be won on their merit. 

It's for the umpires and league mag- 
nates to consult the wishes of their 
patrons if they want to make profes- 
sional baseball a game worthy of the 
patronage of the elite. 

One step in that direction would be 
the élimination of all material that in- 
sures protection for the wrong doer to 
the slightest degree. Hence, it’s up to 
the eatcher to take some nerve tonic 
and discard shin guards.

GREAT RUN. 

“From Dunsmuir, Cal., through the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains we found 
narrow grades with jack-knife curves. 
These roads are not dangerous if one 
drives at a slow speed and keeps his 
machine under control. It is impor- 
tant to keep the horn in working or- 
der in order to give timely warning 
to teamsters and other travelers in 
order to effect passings on steep and 
narrow grades. 

“In California we found that each 
culvert has a railing on either end of 
it usually painted white, so that tour- 
ists can readily discern the culverts 
before striking them.. This is entirely 
contrary to the custom in Southern 
Oregon as they have no rails at the 
ends and. ofttimes we found a raise or 
drop of six inches in running on and 
off the culverts. 

OVER NEWHALL. 

“From Redding, Cal., to San Dieg>d 
we took the valley route, passing 
through Sactamento, Fresno, Bakers- 
field and over the Newhall grade into 
Los Angeles. From San Diego we 
made several trips into Old Mexico, but 
on account of the uprising did not go 
far into the interior. 

“We returned to San Francisco via 
the coast route through the adube in 
the rain. (aur BRuiek seemed almost 
human at times. and did great work 
in mud up to the  xles when it was 
impossible to pull more than a foot or 
two at a time. then speed up the ma- 
chine and keep on until we were on 
solid footing again. 

“Out of the 3887 miles we covered on 
the trip, there was rot over 100 miles 
that we could not run on the high 
speed. Our entire expense for new 
parts on the trip was $18.65. We used 
an average of one gallon of gasoline 
to eighteen miles of road distance, and 
on level roads made over twenty miles. 
We shipped the machine home from 
San Francisco, as it was impossible 
to make the Siskiyou Mountains, which 
are covered with snow. The Buick is 
ready to make another such trip.”

UE TO VIGILANCE, | 
Once more the efforts of Lissner, 
Mvietmoe and McCarthy to chain Los An- 
geles to the car of Juggernaut Johnson 
have been baffled by the vigilance of The 
Times. 3 
Legislature a constitutional amendment was 
introduced to create a “State Board of Pub- 
lic Utilities,” consisting of five men—only 
one of whom should be a resident of South- 
ern California, and all of whom were to be 
appointed by the Governor. 

By this measure it was proposed to turn 
over to the State Board of Public Utilities 
all the power now vested in the municipal 
authorities of counties and cities to fix the 
prices of water, gas. electric light and 
power, telephone and telegraph service, 
street-car fare, and al! other public utilities 
owned by private corporations. 
was added a clause giving the Board of Pub- 
lic Utilities a like power over public utili- 
ties owned by municipal corporations. It 
was designed by this measure to give Liss- 
ner and his crew complete control of the 
Owens River aqueduct. 

The Times discovered the plot and de- 
nounced it so vigorously that the constitu- 
tional amendment proposed by Senator Bur- 
nett came back from the committee “with 
pencil lines drawn through those sections 
which placed public utilities owned by mu- 
nicipal corporations under the control of the 
proposed commission.” | 

But althovgh the project of seizing the 
Owens River aqueduct was abandoned, the 
conspiracy remained in existence ‘to place 
the management of public utilities owned by 
private corporations” in the hands of the 
plunderbund whose members were seeking 
to create a “State Public Utilities Commis- 
sion.” 

The Times thereupon in its issue of Janu- 
ary 22 printed an editorial exposing the 
plet to compel the people of Los Angeles 
and other counties to surrender the-right to 
fix the charges of their local public-service 
corporations to a meddlesome State com- 
mission living in Siskiyou, Sacramento and 
San Francisco. On January 28 The Times 
said editorially:

Lissner then sought to reinforce his proj- 
ect to extirpate municipal government, by 
obtaining a letter from Senator La Foliette 
of Wisconsin indorsing a State commission. 
The Times thereupon on February 4 courte- 
ously Suggested that possibly the people of 
Los Angeles were better informed as to the 
kind of local government they needed than 
Senator La Follette. These articles of The 
Times were followed by others. Marked 
copies were sent to members of the Legis-

UNIONITE DEFEATS. 


More and more the Federal courts seem 
to be occupied with actions to restrain the 
acts of trade unions to compel the adoption 
of the union or closed shop by manufactur- 
ers and contractors. A suit of this charac- 
ter, involving complicated questions, is re- 
ported under the title Irving vs. Joint Dis- 
trict Council United Brotherhood of Car- 
penters et al., 180 Federal Reporter, 896. 
Plaintiffs are copartners, engaged in the 
manufacture of fine interior woodwork, 
which they erect in place anywhere ():rough- 
_ out the United States. Objections to juris- 
| diction against the brotherhood were sus- 
| tained on the ground that it was a voluntary, 
unincorporated association, and could not be 
a citizen of any State. The bill was, how- 
ever, sustained as against the individual de- 
fendants. The proofs went to show that the 
business agent of defendant brotherhood had 
ordered the men employed by complainant 
on a cathedral to stop work on the ground 
that the materials were furnished from an 
open shop. Threats were also made that if 
non-union work should be resumed all union 
men of all trades would be withdrawn from 
work on the building. Other instances of 
interference with complainant’s rights were 
shown, and Judge Ward ordered the contin- 
-uance of a restraining order.—[Case and 
Comment. 


Organized labor at New Orleans has felt 
the restraining force of the Sherman anti- 
trust law, by a jury in the United States 
Circuit Court returning a verdict of guilty 
against members of the New Orleans Dock 
and Cotton Council charged with conspiracy 
to interfere with foreign commerce. 

The Dock and Cotton Council has about 
50,000 members. Every bale of cotton or 
load of lumber or other freight passing 
through the port is handled by none except 
the members of unions affiliated with the 
central body. It was argued by the govern- 
ment attorney that when these men con- 
spired to strike two years ago and tie up 
the port they interfered with interstate com- 
merce. The convicted men are James 
Byrnes, former president of the council and 
at present State Labor Commissioner of 
Louisiana; Philip Pearsaw, former president 
of the local Coal Wheelers’ Union, and U. 8. 
Swan, former president of the Longshore. 
men's Union. Sentence was deferred. 

The employees of the John J. Latterman 
Shoe Manufacturing Company of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., quit work some months ago, owing to 
a labor dispute, but last week they returned 
to work without having accomplished any 
purpose for which they went on strike. “An 
increase’ of pay was one of the things 
asked,” said Mr. Lattermann. “We acceded 
to that. Then other matters arose and final- 
ly there were people who wanted to run the 
business for us. Of course, we could not al- 
low that. A condition of the re-employment 
of our former workers was that members of 
the new labor union, known as the Inde- 
pendent Workers, should resign. ‘Fifty of 
these ‘workers’ resigned and matters are 
now going on as usual.” ‘

wells drilled in the Caddo fields and 
to conservatively place the estimate 
on the number of wells now producing 
it would be safe to say that there are 
not over 175 actually bringing out the 
fluid from day to day. When the cost 
of sinking a well is considered, viz., 
$15,000, and in many instances a great 
deal more, it can readily be seen that 
the small operator is justified in being 
very cautious in his ventures; in fact, 
the small man is practically excluded 
from operating in the tefritory. 

. Of the big wells that have come in 
from time to time, varying in their 
initial production from 2000 to 20,000 
barrels per day, there are practically 
none making over 1000 barrels at the 
present time, and with one or two ex- 
ceptions the great majority of the 
wells are making on the pump any- 
where from 50 to 500 barrels. The de- 
crease from the initial production has, 
in the greater number of cases, been 
very rapid, falling off from day to 
day in a very perceptible manner. To 
verify this statement there is in the 
Caddo field today a production of both 
heavy and light oll not to exceed 15,- 
000 barrels. Two months ago this pro- 
duction was up to 25,000 barrels, but 
within a period of less mage weeks 
the daily runs had fallen do to less 
than 11,000 barrels of light oil and 
about 2000°of heavy oil. And during 


this period of heavy decrease there 
were in.the neighborhood of fifty wells 
completed, some of them good produc- 
ers, but on the most part dry holes. 
Thus it can be easily understood why 
this field, like all ‘the other southern 
endeavors, seems of an uncertain trend, 
prone to give the operator a little the 
worst of the deal, for no sooner than 
a locality has been thoroughly 
drained, or rather drilled, another well 
of a gusher variety opens up in an un- 
expected quarter, causing a tremor of 
excitement to run the entire length of 
oildom, with the result that the big 
companies immediately take up the 
land, paying large prices and larger 
bonuses, hoping thereby to strike some- 
thing big, or at least wells large 
enough to pay back some of the money 
they have lost in the other sections, 
but ever the same result—spotted, 
short-lived, dry.

confess that employment offices are dangerous rivals of the labor unions. We 
deny that the labor unions have any superiority over the employment offices. 
Both are in the business for what there is in it. They are not charitable 
institutions by any means. We are convinced, however, that of the two, the 
employment officeé are a greater boon to the man out of a jéb than are the 


employment offices a necessity. We also know that it is cheaper by far for a 
man to get a job through an employment office than through @ labor union. 
He also gets the job more quickly through the employment office. Once he 
has the job he is under no further obligations to the agent. No man can step 
in and order him off. It is his to have and to hold at his own pleasure without 
further expense. Can the same be.said of the job secured through the labor 
union? Hardly. In the first place a man who desires to get a job through 
the union must first apply for membership in the union of the craft he 
desires to follow. His application must be accompanied with the initiation 
fee and one month's dues. Initiation fees in unions vary from $5 to $600. We 
know of one union that is advocating an initiation fee of $1000. If you doubt 
this statement we respectfully refer you to the Green Bottle Blowers’ Union 
of which Dennis Hayes, a vice-president of the American Federation of Labor, 
is general president. After you have made your application for membership 
in the union and paid your initiation fee and dues you have to wait around 
for a week or perhaps a month for the union to act on your application. In 
the meantime you don’t work. If you are accepted by the union do you im- 
mediately get a job? Hardly ever. You sit around and wait for a job to come 
along; and after all the favorites of the walking delegate have been placed, 
then if there is a job that no one wants, perhaps you get it. Perhaps you 
are forcéd td go out and hustle your own job, Usually this is the case. 

What happens after you land the job? You are compelled to pay monthly 
dues for the privilege of working. Then there are usually weekly or monthly 
assessments and all sorts of fake benefits to which you are expected to con- 
tribute. Just as you are getting on your feet some one calls a strike and you 
find yourself out of work. Does the union provide for you? Indeed it does not. 
You must keep up your dues or go suspended. What about the man who gets 
a job through an employment office? He goes in and pays his fee (we never 
heard of it being $500) and is immediately sent out on thejjob. He does not 
have to pay the employment agent monthly dues nor is he asked to pay any 
assessments or to contribute to any fake benefits. He has no further dealings 
with the man who furnished him employment. It is not to be wondered at 
e man out of a job prefers the employment office to the labor union. It 
is @ quicker, surer and cheaper means of getting work. The men who 
patronize employment offices will tell you so. Many of them were formerly 
union men. They will tell you that the unions forced them to go to the em- 
ployment offices. They will prove to you that through the methods adopted 
by the labor unions the employment offices have become a necessity. They 
will tell you that if it were not for the labor unions they could get work direct 
from employers of labor. We are not defending the employment offices. We 
are not exaggerating the conditions imposed on the man who would get a 
job through the unions. We have simply presented

EFFECT OF WEALTH 
ON AMERICAN WOMEN. 


{J. Lawrence Laughiin, tn Scribner's.) 

Whether we like them or not we must 
face the facts about us. The character- 
istics of the modern type of rich women 
have changed from those of an earlier 
generation; and the consequences which 
are already noticeable cannot be 
blinked. The so-called independence of 
womenkind—the greater individuality, 
it may be—shows its undesirable side in 
a widespread self-indulgence and self- 
ishness. Among the richer classes, 
the general unwillingness to do, or 
even to hear of, anything unpleasant 
is so marked as to be a common char- 


however, is only the explanation of a 
well-known economic generalization in 
regard to the family. It had long been 
observed that the birth rate diminishes 
as the scale of riches rises. With the 
growth of wealth, we must be prepared 
to expect—what is now evident about 
us—fewer children afd a weakening of 
family ties. As much as possible, noth- 
ing will be allowed to interfere with the 
pursuit of personal gratifications. The 
growth of selfishness, under the name 
of greater freedom, the avoidance of 
tasks and hardships, the desire for new 
and frequent excitements, the personal 
delight in notoriety, have in undue 
measure, drawn the attention of such 
women away from the care of their chil- 
dren. But whatever the cause, the con- 
scientious supervision of the morals and 
training of their children is not 
what is used to be. 

It is safe to say that the spread of di- 
vorce is due more than anything else to 
the personal selfishness, the personal 
extravagance, and the personal aver- 
sion to anything unpleasant of the 
modern woman of the world. And her 
example is of influence on the less well- 
to-do woman whose unhappy married 
life is unrelieved by the distractions 
open to the rich. In the main, the 
unrestrained selfishness and the exag- 
gerated extravagance lead many 2a 
rich woman to ask: “What am I get- 
ting out of it?’—not. “What am I 
bringing to it? The willingness to con- 
trol self from a sense of duty, a steady 
performance of tasks for the sake of a 
given object, the ability to sacrifice 
some eatisfactions for the common 
good, content with a limited income, 
are rarer than they once were. The 
forms taken by this selfishness are 
protean; but the one which has a large 
economic significance is that of national 
extravagance. Not having had to do 
with the winning, but only with the 
spending of wealth, the rich woman is 
more or less responsible for the crim- 
inal lust for riches which is now curs- 
ing the nation. More than she: can pos- 
sibly. realize, her discontent at not hav- 
ing an expenditure equal to that of 
others richer than herself is the cause 
of the passion to get rich quickly. 
More than she knows, she is at the 
bottom of speculation and of the 
schemes for getting wealth other than 
by saving in order that men may be 
able to gratify her demands. 

More than she knows, she iIs re- 
sponsible for the widespread disposi- 
tion to live beyond one’s means; for 
the mortgages on the homes, the 


gant dresses and entertainments which 
aim to express social superiority. It 
has not passed unnoticed that diamonds 
to the value of $48,000,000 were im- 
pofted into the United States last 
year. Traced to its ultimate analysis, 
the uncontrolled passion for pleasure 
and expensive form of gratification has 
caused the living beyond our means in 
recent years and influenced the ex- 
traordinary reversal of late in the rela- 
tion of the imports to the exports of 
merchandise.

(GERMAN TELEPHON E GIRLS. 


HAVE TO PASS CIVIL SERVICE EXAMINATIONS BUT. 
’ MAY HOLD JOBS TILL 70 YEARS OLD. | | 


The German telephone girl gets her job through 
a civil service examination and usually hangs on | 
to it for life. Her average age on entering the busi- | 
ness must be near 30. As she can stay until she is 70 
(but no longer) one sees many operators, says the Tele- 
phone Revieu, whose age it would be ungallant to guess. | 

Novices go to a training school, but are not paid | 
while there, and the drill in practical operation is com- 
plicated with a good many technicalities of construc- 
tion. On entering an exchange an operator is paid 
about 60 cents a day. 

She has 4 cents a day increase each year until the 
eighth or ninth, when she is established, and cannot be 
discharged without considerable red tape. When she 


has worked up to $450 a year, and $450 extra for house 
rent, she stays at that pay until retired on pension. 

On the back of each operator’s chair are two bags, a 
black one to hold head set and service property, and a 
brown one for her lunch and personal belongings. Op- 
erators freely talk back to a_ hoSstile subscriber and 
pleasantly pass the time of day with a friendly one. 
They apparently talk to one another with little restraint 
while at the board. ; 

Working hours are about ten a day. ‘ Girls work the 
board from 6 a.m. to 10 p.m. Night operation is done by | 
men, paid double wages, and they repair cords and 
work about the board as well as answer calls, for the 
night traffic is very light.

It is doubtful if anybody knows more about the fauna 
of Oklahoma than Burnham. He is acquainted with 
the haunts of all the furred and the feathered dwellers 
of the forest, and keeps his eyes open for such strangers 
aS wander to thislatitude. Perhaps his most pleasing 
discovery tast fall was a pair of ivory-billed woodpeck- 
ers, &2 male and a female, which he mounted and sent 
to the Bureau of Biology in Washington. 

“The ivory-billed woodpecker, Campehilus princi- 
palis,” says Burnham, “is the largest type of the wood- 
pecker species in the world. It is twenty inches long 
and of beautiful black and white and red plumage. 
Formerly quite common over the Gulf States, it is now 
found only in eastern Oklahoma and in remote portions 
of Florida. 

“A brilliant crimson crest adorns its head. Its note 
is 2 two-syllabled shriek or squawk, sometimes resem- 
bling the screech of the domestic hen, hence the fre- 
quent mame of ‘squaw hen.’ Another commonly- 
accepted name for the bird is woodcock, which is again 
& misnomer, as the woodcock is an entirely different 


bird, more on the plover or snipe order, a night feeder 


and ground dweller. 
“The ivory-billed woodpecker is much more destruc- 
tive to trees than the common woodpecker, as he is 
greater in size. He not only strips dead trunks of bark, 
but invariably bores a hole in a solid live tree for his * 
nest, in which from three to six glossy white eggs, 
about an inch and a half long, are hatched. The bird is 
very wary, but bids fair to early extermination.”—{New 
York Sun.

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Restoring the Forests. 


TWENTY TONS OF PINE SEED FOR RE- 


PLANTING BURNT AREAS. 
By Rene Bache. 


WENTY tons of tree seeds! It seems a fabulous | 
T quantity; but all of it and more, too, will be re- 

quired to replant the great areas which were 
stripped of their forest cover by the frightful conflagra- 
tions of last autumn in Idaho, Montana, and neighbor- 
ing States. 

The Forest Service is making ready to tackle the job 
of replacing the burned trees, and for this purpose its 
agents have recently collected, in the Black Hills of 
South Dakota, the largest supply of pine cones ever got 
together. It has paid for them an average price of about | 
75 cents a bushel, a large share of the money being 
earned by the women of Custer, Hill City and other 
towns in that region, who, eager to take advantage of 
such a chance to gain pin money, have gone into the for-: 
ests on horseback, filling sacks with the cones, and de- 
livering them at central points. 


5)! use at Custer,is a belt bucket conveyer, operated by 
gasoline, which handles 100 bushels of cones in fifteen 


dumping them through a hole in the roof into a loft, 


' a sort of threshing machine to separate the remainder. 


Boys and girls have had their own share in the work, 


minutes, carrying them to the top of a building, and 


whence they are transferred to screen-bottomed trays in 
drying-rooms. Big stoves furnish the requisite dry heat. 

Another contrivance used is a huge cylindrical sieve, 
which is made to revolve while the cones (previously 
opened by hot air) are poured into it through.a hopper 
at one end. The cylinder being inclined from the hop- 
per downward, the seeds fall out through the sieve 
meshes while the cones are passing along it. As might 
be expected, this process does not get all the seeds out 
of the cones, and so the latter are finally put through 


Even when this has been accomplished, however, it is 
still necessary to remove the “wings” from the seeds. 


For, as most of us have noticed, thoughtful Nature has/ tinguished in a short time, 


provided each pine seed with a wing-like

Meanwhile, the men have made use of wagons and tall 
boxes, receiving from $30 to $40 a load. 

Squirrels’ nests yield quantities of the finest and most 
desirable pine seeds, because these are found in the 
cones which ripen near the ends of the topmost boughs, 
where it is difficult even for the most expert climbers 
to reach them. Occasionally a single such hoard will 
yield from $5 to $8 worth of cones—a prize indeed to the 
finder. One bushel of cones is expected, on an average, 
to yield one pound of seeds, which run about 360,000,000 
to the ton. Thus it may be judged on what a wholesale 
scale the Forest Service is presenting this undertaking. 

The gathering of the cones, however, is only the be- 
ginning of the business. When they are delivered by 
the collectors, they have to be examined and sorted care- 
fully, many of them being infested by injurious insects. 
These and all damaged ones are thrown out and not ac- 
cepted. For the good ones a somewhat elaborate pro- 
cess of treatment is necessary before the seeds can be 
used for planting. It ise not very difficult, but demands 

First it is requisite to get the seeds out of the cones— 
a task originally performed by hand-picking. This was 
exceedingly ljaborious, however, and very hard 
on the hands. Accordingly, the expeditient was adopted 
of spreading the cones on sheets in the open air and ex- 
posing them to sunshine, when, after a while, they would 
open, and the seeds would fall out, to be afterward sepa- 
rated by sifting. This method, indeed, is still practiced 
to some extent, an important feature of it being. the cov- 
ering of the cones with cloths at night, to prevent them 
from shutting their capsules again.

the lodgepole pine; and thereby hangs a very curious 
nature story. In the forests the cones of this species 
of pine hang on the trees for years, and, as a rule, do 
not seem to open at all, unless a big fire comes along. 
Then the heat of the flames melts the pitch that seals 
the capsules, and the seeds drop out. It is as if Nature’s 
intention was to hold them in reserve for replanting pur- 
poses when the woods should chance to be burned. 

To extract the lodgepole pine seeds by artificial 
means is a troublesome problem. Steam has been 
tried, to unseal the capsules, but it is liable to cook the 
seeds incidentally, thus interfering with their prospect 
of germinating. Up to date the best method discov- 
ered seems to be to soak the cones in warm water, 
which partly dissolves the pitch, and then to expose 
them to dry heat. 

There are now twenty-four national forest nurseries, 
with an annual producing capacity of over 8,000,000 
seedling trees. But it costs a good deal of money to 
raise and plant such seedlings, and a quicker and 
cheaper method is demanded for replanting extensive 
burned areas. With this idea in view, the Forest Serv- 
ice is now making experiments on quite a large scale. 
The broadcasting of tree seed (as wheat is sown) has 
been found to give excellent results in the Black Hills 
and certain other regions, though much of it is eaten 
under such circumstances by birds and various rodents 
such as field mice, ground squirrels, and gophers. 
Rabbits, unfortunately, are very fond of little trees, 
whether nursery transplants or field-grown seedlings,

If a boy chooses to devote himself to study there is |.

RUSSIA’S FUR BUSINESS. 


Without exaggeration it may be said that the princi- 
pal supplier of fur to the world’s market is our Siberia. 
Therefore from time immemorial! the prices of fur at the 
Siberian fairs have served as a barometer to the world’s 
market. 

One of the largest Siberian fairs is that held ip the 
summer at Yakutsk, with a circulation of millions of ru- 


come fur traders from the most distant points. in Sibe- 
ria, bringing all that has been obtained by them during 
the protracted winter. Telegrams giving the result of 
this fair State that the prices of furs have risen, com- 
pared with last year’s prices, more than 50 per cent. 
Referring to data concerning the Yakutsk fair for the 
last ten years, it is possible to clearly define the present 
position the fur trade occupies. In 1900 5000 sable 
skins were brought to the fair at a price of 7 rubles 
($3.61) each; this year only 2906 skins were listed and 
at a price of 160 rubles ($82.40) each. In 1900 1,200,000 
squirrel skins were sold at 20 kopecks (10 cents) each: 
this year only 75.000-skins were sold. but at 75 Kopecks 
(39 cents) each. : |

THE GLOVE AT CORONATION. 


There is still a King’s champion or hereditary cham- 
pion of England. It was once his duty to ride on his 
horse in full armor into Westminster Hall at the begin- 
ning of the coronation banquet and three times to chal- 
lenge formally to combat any person who disputed the 
sovereign’s title to the throne. The champion flung his 
gauntlet down as soon as the herald had announced the 
challenge. 

On no occasion was any opposition offered. When 
the champion took the gauntlet up for the third time’ 
the sovereign drank to him from a golden cup, which 
was then handed to the champion, who drank to his 
sovereign and straightway became owner of the cup. 

The last occasion on which the champion appeared in 
Westminster Hall to execute this magnificent duty, or 
privilege, rather, was on July 19, 1821, at the coronation 
of George IV, when Henry Dymoke performed the cere- 
mony on behalf of his father, the Rev. John Dymoke, 
rector of Scrivelsby, in Lincolnshire, who deemed the 
office incompatible with the functions of a clergyman. 

The Dymokes .of Scrivelsby Court are still King’s 
champions, but probably the discontinuance of the coro

A MARVEL OF CINEMATOGRAPHY. 


A cinematograph apparatus which takes pictures with 
intervals of one five-thousandth of a second has been 
invented by Dr. Cranz of the Military Academy of Ber- 
lin. A striking example of the power of the appara- 
tus shows a bullet fired at a bladder of water that is 
hung on a string. 

The eye only sees a little smoke from the pistol and 
a couple of holes in the bladder, from which the water 
runs; but when this is cinematographed and the film is 
shown slowly a very interesting series of operations 
can be watched. : 

First the bullet is seen approaching. It is traveling 
1000 feet a second, but it seems to move quite deliber- 
ately. In front of it and extending a long way above 
and below it is a dim .ine, bent sharply immediately be- 
fore the bullet.

“The director of agriculture shall have supervision over 
the offices of State Forester. State Veterinarian, the 
State Commissioner of Horticulture, the State Bureau 
dairy bureau and over the conduct of the university 
farm and schoo! of agriculture at Davis, and said offices 
and said farm are hereby constituted a part of the State 
Department of Agriculture.” 

Section 5 has kindly left undisturbed the present 
State Agricultural Society, only changing its hame tothe 
“State Board of Agriculture.” ‘The law in this clause 
goes into details, providing for twelve directors who 
shall have the power to hold all State and district fairs 


and have authority to all necessary. things to provide 
for these annual fairs, appoint marshalls to keep order, 
and apparen’.) has no-strines placed upon them in any 
War. Im fact the only authority the Director of Agricul- 


ture has over this Board of Agriculture is the power to 
receive reports from it. But the said director shall 
have supervision over al! the other divisions to be con- 
solidated.

The San Francisco Plague Scare. . 


MONG other means taken by the political doc- 
tors to induce the public to pay .for a national bu- 
reau of health is the suggestion of a scare in con- 


the pneumonic plague, whichever it may be—in the Ori- 
ent. This brings to mind a piece of ancient history— 
not. so very ancient, either. 


When Henry T. Gage was Governor of California, the 


political doctors worked up a plague scare in San 
Prancisco, and actually succeeded in getting the ked- 
eral government to declare that the plague was epi- 
demic in the Bay City, and to declare a quarantine. All 
this was absolutely without any solid foundation. There 
was no plague, and had there been a few isolated cases 
of plague, it would, as previously suggested here, be 
as impossible for the disease to become epidemi¢ on 
the windswept peninsula of San Francisco as it would 
Lo grow bananas on Broadway. Bl 

Gov. Gage at that time made a valiant fight for the 
State, and its principal city. The doctors were about 
to bury in quick lime the body of a man who had died, 


as they declared, of the plague, when Gage forbade 


them to do so, and insisted in that and every other 
case of asserted plague that complete blood and other 
tests aS laid down by the medical authorities on the 
subject should be had. 
in no case was the plague discovered. In carrying on 
this fight Gage expended several thousand dollars of 
his own money, for which he deserves the gratitude of 
the State. | 

It is not generally known that after the government 
publications had declared the plague to be epidemic 
in San Francisco a secret commission was sent out 
‘trom the Capitol to look up evidence. One of those 
who was nosing around about that time was Flexnor, 
who has since made himself objectionably active in at- 
temptos to further the plans of the political doctors for 
the establishment of the closed shop in medicine. 

For some peculiar reason the Federal medical service 
was at that time in charge of the Treasury Department 
This was perhaps, after all quite appropriate. as it was 

rs mainly a question of boodle. 

“After the war was over” and Gov. Gage had success- 
fully defeated the attempts of the Federal health au- 
thorities to make of San Francisco a plague spot—after 
they had stated in their official publications that a 
plague was epidemic there—the chief of the service in 
Washington had the gall to write to Gage congratulat- 


ing him on the fact that there was no plague in San |

A Tyrannical Measure. 


ESIDENTS of Sawtelle, Los Angeles county, re- 

sponding to a call of the Parent-Teacher Federation 
of that place, recently held a meeting to consider the 
‘question of a State Bureau of Health, as proposed in 
Assembly Bill No. 964, and Senate Bill No. 773 in the 
Calofirnia Legislature. A committee was appointed to 
protest vigorously against the proposed measure, 
which Was unanimously voted to be unjust and un- 
American. One of the speakers, City Attorney Bow-

ers, said: 


“This bill to which my attention has been called is so 
broad, it seems to me, that we can hardly conceive of 
the power it confers. It is proposed that it be added as 
a enw section to the political code of the State of Cali- 
fornia. 3 ‘ 

“Now, in California we have several codes—the civil 

code, the civil code of procedure, the criminal code and 
‘the ‘political code. This bill combines the ciwil and 
criminal and says ‘If you people don’t conduct 
; school in accordance with the opinion of some medical 
(expert or some medical practitioner, who is not able 
to make a living and wants a job at the expense of the 
people and who can tell you what to do and what you 
nust do—why, here’s the law and here's the penalty at- 
iached to it.’ : 

“In whose interest is the bill being pushed? Plainly 
in the “interest of a certain school of medicine. Why 
are they at the Legislature asking for the passage of 
this measure? Not for the benefit of the children, as 
it is presumed to be—they would not be so interested 
in the health of our children as that. There is some- 
thing back of it all. It provides for an appropriation 
and that is the most important thing in the bill.” 

A number of similar protests have been sent in from 
other. branches of the association, 

On account of the numerous protests against the 
passage of this bill that have been sent to members 
‘of the Legislature the proponents of the measure in- 
troduced some amendments which they declare should 
remove all objections. They do not. Indeed, some of 
the amendments make matters still worse. As the Na- 
tional League for Medical Freedom says im a circular, 
referring to this measure: | 

“The Bureau of Health and Development created by 
thie bill would enable one schoo] of medicine to abso- 
lutely control the health affairs of all the public schools 
and cou. only be effectively maintained by the unwar- 
ranted expenditure of hundreds of thousands of dollars 
of State and county moneys annually.”

ere Suggestions for transferring ttern before 

Perhaps the easiest way is the -pane” method, This ig suc- 
cessful when the material ig thin, like linen, batiste, etc. Pin the sheet of 
paper and the material together and hold them up against the glass @f a 
window. With a sharp pengil draw on the material the design, which can 
be easily geen through the goods. If one-half of the design only be given, 
Unpin the paper and turn the other gide to the fabric. The strong light 

behind will make it piain. 

if you heave carbon paper, you should place the gheet between your fabric 
and the newspapet. The latter is on top. With a sharp pencil go over the 
outiine of the design. The impression will be left in fine lines and will last 
until worked. This method is successful on heavy material. 

Phe last way is aise easy. On wax paper or ordinary tissue paper trace 
the pattern before you. When the design is completed, turn over the paper 
‘end outiine the pattern with @ heavy stead pencil. Then place the design 
dewn on the fabric and redraw the outline, pressing hard with the pencil. 
The pattern will be transferred without difficulty.
